NURSES FIND CLINICS 
NECESSITY IN ALBERTA 


Babies are the first concern of pub- 
Give 
the babies the right start in life, and 
many of the {lls from which humanity 
suffers in adult years will disappear. 
Consequently Child Welfare Clinics 
are recognized as an important branch 
of public health work, and those that 
have been operating in Alberta have 
won the good will of many thousands 
of mothers. 

Four nurses were engaged in this 
work in Alberta during the past sum- 
mer. They held 121 clinics, and ‘ex- 
amined 2566 children. Of these, 
1908 were babies and 1468 children of 
pre-school age. Only 772 of this num- 
ber were found free from defects! 
Surely there is need of such clinics to 
check up conditions. : 

The nurses in charge of the clinics 
were Miss Blanche Emerson, Miss E. 
M. Davidson, Miss C. Lonsdale and 
Miss Black. Years of experience, to- 
gether. with special training’ have 
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height fifty children were brought 
for examination, and this was not con- 
sidered an unusually large clinic. Of 
the fifty, twenty-four were free from 
defect, It {s apparent that nationality 
hag something to do with the health 
of the children, Children of Nordic 
extraction ,the nurses find, are usual- 
ly more placid, larger and healthier 
than those of many other races. The 
prosperity or adversity of the district 
usually is reflected in the children al- 
80, though it {s not always the most 
prosperous district that shows the 
least malnutrition among the children.

Diets are consiaered of tne utmost 
importance, and when breast feeding 
is impossible, the nurse urges mothers 
to feed their children milk—a product 
of the farm. Most mothers are taking 
a keen interest in diets and many are 
following scientific methods of feed- 
ing and have their children well 
trained in the matter of sleeping. Diet 
slips showing the proper foods for 
children of different ages are given 
out and these are supplemented by 
special advice for individual cases. 
Proper posture, breathing exercises, 
Plenty of fresh air, and sun baths are 
recommended as a means to better 
health. :

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Hallowe’en Hints 


OO9OOO0000G 0446006000000 
(By Barbara B. Brooks) or 
Witches and ghosts accompanied by 
black cats and owls, weird faces’ and 
grinning Jack o’ Lanterns all' mean 
Hallowe’en—the holliday which is ded- 
icated to good-natured pranks and fun. 
Many people make Hallowe’en an oc- 
casion to entertajn. thelr friends. 
There are 80 mary forms of: enter- 
tainment which are appropriate, and 
simple, decorations and refreshments 
are in order. For decorations, autumn 
leaves, 
stalks combine with black paper cats 
and witches to give a festive yet weird 
setting for the party. 

The entertainment may consist of 
dancing, bridge. or'the old-time stunts 
and fortunes which we associate with 
Hallowe’en. Decorations and enter- 
tainment are important in’the observ- 
ance of this holiday, but the success 
or failure of the party really depends 
upon the refreshments. 


‘If the occasion is .a Hallowe’en 
dance, the refreshments may consist 
of spiced cider and doughnuts and 
cookies. For a Hallowe’en bridge the 
following menu is appropriate: 


Chicken salad, brown bread and but- 
ter sandwiches, ripe olive and cream 
cheese sandwiches, doughnuts or gin- 
gerbread with whipped cream. 

If the party is to be very informal 
with games and stunts the order of 
the day, pumpkin tarts, brittle candy, 
buttered rice krispies and cider are 
appropriate. 

Following are some suggested rec- 
ipes for dishes which may be included ' 
in your Hallowe’en menu: 

Spiced Cider 

2 quarts cider, 1 cup brown sugar, 
1 inch stick cinnamon, 6 cloves, 1 tea-| 
spoon whole all-spice. : 

Add spices and sugar to cider, let ; 
simmer over the fire (not boil) for 15 
minutes. Servé hot in punch glasses. 
Add a little grated nutmeg. 

Bran, Brown Bread 

1 cup all-bran, 1 cup sour milk, % 
cup raisins, 1 tablespoon molasses, ¥, | 
cup sugar, 1 cup flour, 4% teaspoon 
salt, 1 teaspoon soda. 

Mix together the all-bran, sour rilk 
and raisins, then add the molasyes, | 
sugar and flour which has been sifted 
with the soda and salt. Put mixture 
into a greased pan, cover tightly and 
steam for three hours. 

Pumpkin Tarts with Honey 

1% cups steamed and_ strained | 
pumpkin, 1 cup honey, 1 teaspoon cin- 
namon, % teaspoon ginger, % tea- 
poon salt, 2 eggs, 1 cup milk, 4% cup 
cream. 

Mix ingredients in order given and: 
bake in individual size tarts. Garnish | 
each tart with mound of whipped 
cream with honey in its center. 

Buttered Rice Krispies 

Pour melted butter over rice krisp- 
fes and salt to taste. These will take 
the place of salted nuts and offer a 
change from pop corn.

WAITS WINTER AIR SERVICE 


When the winter air mail service to 
the Arctic commences on November | 
26, at least one extra ship will be, 
necéssary to handle the traffic, says 
F. X. J. Leger, district postal superin- 
tendent of Edmonton, as there are 
now over: ‘40,000 letters for far north 
points stacked up awaiting delivery. 

These letters are in first filght cov- 
ers and have been matlal by coli2ct- 
ors in many arts of the country. 

While an extra aeroginne will be 
required to handle this large volume 
of mail, it has not been decided yet 
how far north it will go. At any rate, | 
it will make Fort Resolution and pos- 
sibly make some point farther north. 

Information on the approximate 
schedule for the northern mail ser- 
vice has ‘been received at the post 
Office. 

The points which will be served are 
Fort Chipewyan, Fort Fitzgerald, 
Fort Smith;:Fort Resolution Rae, Hay 
River, Forti..Providence, Fort Simp- 
son, Wrigley, Fort Norman, Fort 
Good Hope, Arctic Red Rivier, Fort 
McPherson, Aklavik and Herschel 
Island.

As Vormilion is the only town in 
Alberta owning and operating a cen- 
tral heating system, a brief outline of 
{tg construction ond operation might 
be of interest to those who have to do 
with . Manietpal Government. 


Ene entire: ‘system was installed by; 
The American District Heating Cor: 
poration of North Tonawanda, New 
York. The underground steam mains 
are: fed by exhaust steam from our 

Myntolpal Nght and power plant, ‘a 
presdure,, of five pounds being main: 
tained at all times, except during midi 
summer, when a pressure of one or, 
two pounds is maintained in order to 
supply steam to hotels, barber shops, 
Iaundyies, etc, for heating water. 
During cold weather the exhaust 
steam during peak. ; load. périod is 
sufficient to supply ‘the demand. . At 
off peak times it’ {fs necessary to, turn’ 
some live steam into the mains, All 
condensation is brought back to the 
Power Plant by vacuum pimps. The 
water. comes, back at a temperature of 
‘labout 126 degrees anda {8 pumpéd back 
into the boilers ‘by: feed water pumps. 
This in ‘itself, we: find a very great 
adydntage as it is distilled water and 
being hot it does not require as much 
fuel to turn it back to steam. 

The system consists of about 3500 
feet of underground main averaging 
indepth about three feet from the 
surface. THe size ‘of the main leaving 
the plant i eight inch, from ‘which’ it 
reduces down to two inch as the load 
lightens. The steam ‘pipes are covered 
with a cedar barrel’ constrictéd much 
thé same as a well ‘cribbing. This is 
bound tightly together by steel wire, 
then ,treated in creosote and rolled in 
-tar.and ‘sand, All joints are tightly 
filled, with tar and then a strip of 
rubberoid roofing completes the job. 

The cost of the completed job was

The original hospital campaign in 
1919, met with some opposition. The 
recent vote to provide for the building 
of the extension, demonstrated the 
change in public opinion wrought by 
the intervening years. The vote was 
carried by a majority of 603, only 83 
ratepayers opposing, and the increas- 
ed support came largely from districts 
which in the first place had objected 
to the scheme. 

During the eight years of its opera- 
tion, the Hanna Municipal Hospital 
has demonstrated that from a humane 
point of view, it is a necessity; from 
an economic standpoint it is worth 
while, and that a hospital built under 
the Alberta Municipal Hospitals’ Act 
can be a financial success under con- 
ditions not always ideal. It has also 
demonstrated conclusively that by 
having a hospital, the best type of doc- 
tor is attracted to the community, and 
that a hospital is a strong influence 
in creating content among the peo- 
ple, as it gives the assurance that in 
case of illness, they can get proper 
care near home and “their ain folk.” 

The system of financing by taxation 
lays no burden on the family, and with 
all sharing in the expense, the 
thought of the hospital bill does not 
hang like a cloud over a patient's 
head. If people are not feeling well 
they will not stay home-and take a 
chance to save $1.00 per day. 

Even at that low rate, the revenue 
derived from taxation, fees and from 
the Government grant of fifty cents a 
day per patient, has enabled the board 
to “carry on,” expend over $30,000°on 
special equipment, furnish a sub-hos- 
pital at Craigmyle at a cost of $8,000 
and accumulate a surplus of $66,000. 
But Hanna does not reckon the val- 
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uo of Its hospita) in torms of 'monoy. 
People; look back to the time when 
they had no hospital, and froquontly 
the memorfos are sad onos. From ma 
tornity work alone, thoy ‘consider 
thoir. efforts in providing 4, hospital 
well worth while. More than 700 
babios have boon horn in the Hanna 
hospital since it was oponed, and in 
all those years only four mothers have 
died in, ‘confinement—surely a peor 
record.

ized by Dr. Zay Jefferles of Cleveland, 
noted metallurgist and president of 
the, Amorican Society for Steel.

Strength of metals is:.being 
gradually increased by the new ‘iisight 
into metallic structure given by the X+ 
ray's picture of “atomic society” and 
other modern analytical methods, Be 
Jeffries says. “ 

Tugsten, for example, assumes ‘a 
strength of 650,000 pounds td the 
square inch when drawn out ‘Into’ a 


wire ‘one-thousandth of an inch in 


diameter. Glass, drawn to the}‘same 
small. diameter, {ncrease in tensile 
strength from 15,000 pounds to 492,- 
000: Research has revealed that ten- 
sile strength and hardness of metals 
can be increased if the crystal par- 
ticles of which they are constructed 
are made as small as possible, with 
faces of the crystals arranged as near- 
ly parallel as possible, making them 
less likely to slip apart. 

This is accomplished by fine draw- 
ing of wire; by dissolving one metal 
in another and letting one of the met- 
als separate out from solution in a 
fine precipitate; by heat treating; by 
forming chemical bonds, and by mix- 
ing fine particles of a hard compound 
or metal with another metal as a 
binder. 

Some of the newly formed theories 
are being applied with success in pro- 
duction of aluminum alloys for’ aero- 
plane and motor parts, new hard sur- 
faces for steel and superhard cutting 
metals for hard steels and stones.

FREE FREIGHT TARIFF 


‘Dvory possible precaution wil! ‘bo 
takon by tho Albo-t1 Department of 
Agriculture to prevent the spread of 
noxious weods from one section of the 
province to anothor under tho ar- 
rangement recently reached whereby 
hay, straw ond greenfeed anid food 
oats and barley will be shipped free of 
froight charges into those districts 
where additional feed will bo required 
during the coming winter. 

Any shipments of this kind, {t Is an- 
nounced by Hon. George Hoadley, 
Minister of Agriculture, must be in- 
spected beforo being loaded, by an of: 
ficial of the Department, and for this 
purpose two inspectors have been ap- 
pointed. In the part of the province 
south of Red Deer inspection of all 
such shipments must be made by W.
